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DETAILED ACTION 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the second conduit having a 
larger diameter must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter 
should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement 
drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of 
the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an 
amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, 
the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, 
the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief 
description of the several views of the drawings for consistency. Additional replacement 
sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering of the remaining figures. Each drawing 
sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top margin as 
either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d).

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
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The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particulady pointing out and distinctiy claiming the subject 
matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 22 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distincdy claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Claim 22 recites the limitation "said third siphon" in line 1. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basisjorjhe rej ections und er_thi^section,made-in-this-Qffice-action: — 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless — (b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this 
or a foreign country or in public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for 
patent in the United States. 

Claims 15, 17, 18 and 27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Thier (GB 2187764). 

Thier discloses a washing machine having a dispenser with a compartment containing 
a first siphon and a second siphon at a higher suction height than the first siphon (Fig. 1, 
Items 5, 6). The compartment has two conduits (7, 8) with a cap situated above. Thier also 
discloses the water head in the second siphon is higher than in the first siphon (Fig. 1) and 
would therefore associate with different layers of mixture in the compartment. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
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The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in section 
102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are such that the 
subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary 
skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the 
invention was made. 

Claim 16 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Thier in view 
of Heo (US Pub. 2004/0172770). 

Thier discloses the apparatus in the above 102 rejection. Thier does not specifically 
disclose the water supply means having a plurality of apertures. Heo discloses the water 
supply having a plurality of apertures (see Fig. 2-4, paragraphs 29-35). At the time of the 
invention, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to modify Thier with 
Heo for the benefit of equally dispersing the water onto the detergent or additive. 

Alio wable Subject Matter 

Claims 19-26 and 28-30 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims and also overcoming the objection 
and 112 rejection associated therewith. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
the prior art does not teach suggest or disclose a first siphon and a second siphon with a 
higher suction height and conduit with a larger diameter, the third siphon with the higher 
suction height, or the cap with the acute angle. 

Conclusion 
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The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The prior art not disclosed is Binnings (US 3501057) and Merkle (US 
6826933), who disclose multiple siphons.
